Trenton, N. J.. June 3.—The 
States district court for New 
day handed down a unanimous decision 
refusing the petition of the federal 
Zovernment to dissolve United 
States Steel corporation. 

As against the government the 
refused to dissolve the corporation, 
holding that im acquiring foreign 
and home trade the concern did not 
late the Sherman anti-trust act, 
refused all the injunctions prayed 
by the department of justice.

A CHANCE FOR AMERICAN ART. 


The inroads the war is making on old 
world art—in its every department of 
music, painting and architecture—raises the 
question of what can be accomplished for 
American art in home schools. 

The old world has been and probably 
ever will be the university of the fine arts, 
yet the time had come when world progress 
demanded that the university extend itself, 
and find some expression in newer fields. 

For generations the of this 
country have flocked to Europe to study art. 
Whatever their talents may have been, 
judged comparatively with the students of 
other nations, their ability has 
proven at home. 

Receiving their training in foreign lands, 
most of them have remained to add their 
accomplishment to old world treasures.

It may be suggested that food and horses 
are war material in a measure, 
cannot exist without them; but 
just as much demands of 
war. 

The cessation of hostilities tomorrow, by 
cutting off the demand for actual munitions 
of war, would probably not decrease Ameri 
can exports by a single dollar. On the other 
hand, the chances are the increased demand 
for food and clothing, growing out of condi- 
tions brought about by the war, would far 
outweigh any small loss that might 
perienced in the cessation of activities of 
the gunshops and the powder mills.
